The npBpcrH<Ioe« IntltnldHtP a Fore- 
nmu and a Negro Convict Whom 
Thejr Vm Wor Protection. 
LMder It PitUlly Wounded 
Md AnotlMr PnrtteW 
past ^e Shot. 

Frankfort, Ky., Aug. 21 — Tho of- 
flcialB of the state penitentiary ami 
the citizens of Frankfort were thrown 
Into a state of wild excitement by a 
riot in the prison started by an at- 
tempt to gain their liberty on the ))nrt 
of three desperate nnirderers, Lafay- 
ette Hrcjoks of Morgan coimty, and 
Wallace Bishop and T. Mulligan ot 
Kenton eonnty. 

Before the riot, which l)et;an at t; a. 
m. anil lasted \intil * after 10, was 
quelled and the mutinous convicts 
captured, Bishop was fatally wounded, 
Malllgan was shot in the shonlder 
and a negro convict, Albert Ransom of 
Louisville, whom the desperados bad 
pt t ssed into terTlee, was hit by a ritie 
ball. 

The rioting started while Brooks, 
Mulligan and Bishop, one of whom 
had a pistol concealed about his i)er 
son. were coming out ot the diniiiLc 
room at 6 o'clock to answer a hospital 
call. Suddenly one of the convicts 
drew a weapon and compelled Quard 
A. H. Oill to give up his arms. Guard 
F. F. Hurst, who rushed to Gill's as- 
sistance, was also captured by the 
oonvicu. Captain Mat Madigan. act- 
ing warden, then rushed forward with 
six guards and flred on the bunch, but 
DO one was womulcd. The convicts 
then ran acroBS the yard and at the 
entrance to the reed department ot 
the chair factory captured Charles 
Willis of Clark county, a foreman. 
They covered him with their pistols 
and placing him between tlutn and 
thi guards, retreated to the KdcUcp 
department of the chair factory from 
whence they could command a good 
view of the entire yard. At a window 
they Btationed Willis and Brooks 
with a revolver in his liand, took a 
position Just beside the captive, rest 
ing the muzsle of the weapon against 
the foreman's left side. Then they 
dared Warden Madigan to capture 
them, declaring they would kill tht 
foreman at the first move made 
against them. By this time several 
hundred citizens, many of them heav- 
ily armed, had gathered at the pTison 
gates, but the warden denied admis- 
sion to all. He issued orders for all 
the shops to close and for all the pris 
oners to be returned at once to their 
cells. He then placed a guard of 60 
men around the building in which the 
desperadoes bad barricaded tlieni- 
ulves and called upon them to sur- 
rwder. The ooBvieU' only reply was 
a taunt. For the protection of Fore> 
man Willis, the warden then deter- 
mined to starve the desperadoes into 
■abmlMlOB. In about hulf an hour a 
note was dropped from the window 
of the room where the convicts had 
taken refuge asking Warden Lillard 
and Deputy Warden Madigan to come 
up under a flag of truce and deal with 
them. This demand was ignored. 

The eonricti asked that Captain Lil- 
lard and Captain Madigan come in 
person to escort them, but It was be- 
lieved that this wag martly • ruM to 
kill the officials. 

Later another Iett«r was brought 
from the desperadoes by FrfMk Brooks 
of Bond county. The note stated tht 
if the warden would come tc the head 
Of the steps leading to the reed de- 
partment th« eoBTiets would sur^ 
render, first sending their weapons 
down by Frank Brooks, 

Warden Lillard prepared to accept 
the terms of this note and as a mat- 
ter of precaution a half dosen guards 
were placed in the hospital overlook 
Ing the reed department. Warden 
Lillard accBmpanied by eight men 
then proceeded to the foot ef the 
ffirwfry eC the department. Sudden- 
ly t^e enek of a Winchester was 
hear4, ibowing that the note waa but 
a ruse. 

"We got Bishop." shouted a guard. 

The priaoners had emerged from the 
reed room as they had promised with 
hands up, but as they proceeded down 
the sulnrnr Birtwp dropped W» hwda 



Co his side as if to draw a weapon 
He had hardly made the motion when 
one of the warden's party fired, the 
bullet striking Bishop in the breast 
inflicting a fatal wound. When Bish 
ofr fell Mulligan and Brooks sank to 
their kn(>e8, begging the warden to 
W their lives and by 10 o'clock the 
two dciperadoes, henvlly thaekled and 
•OCompanied by 10 |Ben with drawn 
pistols, were placed In their cells and 
quiet had been restored. 

After the men bad been securely 
locked up it was dtaeovered that Mul 

ligan had been wounded In the shoul- 
der, though he was not seriously hurt 
For< man Wllli.c, who was held as 
a hostage by the convicts, went to 
work as usual after his exciting ex 
perience. He say* that the desper- 
adoes were perfectly cool and calm

Geological Discoveries. 

Berkeley, Cala., Aug. 21. — So Im 
portant are the recent diseoveriea of 
the University of California geologi 

cal department in the Limestone caves 
on tl'.e McCloud river, in Shasta coun- 
ty, that Professor John C. Merrlam, 
head of the Paleontological work, 
will Join student assistant Bustace 
Furlong, who Is on the scene, digging 
Into the precious deposits. Professor 
Merriam believes that Furlong has 
discovered a "fissure cave" and that 
to fill this crevice in the earth has 
taken thousands of yean. In this 
case the discoveries will lead back to 
an iiKietinite period and the succes- 
sive layers of soil and gravel will 
prove a veritable stor^use of geolog- 
ical curiosities. 

Hard Coal Offered. 
New/ York, Ajig. 21.— The wholesale 
price of anthracite has Jumped to |10 
a ton tor ttore coal and 111 for egg 
alongside. Attracted by the high 
prices ruling in Manhattan, dealers in 
towns up the state have been making 
offers to the New York men to supply 
coal, some of the oCere coming firom 
Troy and Utica. So far as could be 
learned, the dealers were not in favor 
of closing with these offers, as the 
co$t of transportation and handling 
woold be added.

THE LORD GOD REIGNS 



President Baer Writes of Almighty's 
Wisdom Rtlative to Strike.

He Advises • Photographer to Pray 
Barnettly Thut the RluM May 
Triumph In Settlemcntof 
Autliraclte Strike. 



Wilkesbarre, Pa., Aug. 21— W. I'. 
Clark, a photographer of this city, re- 
cently addressed a letter U> President 
Baer of the Philadelphia and Reading 
railroad company, appealing to him as 
a Christian to settle the miners 
strike. The writer said if Christ waa 
taken more into our bualness affairs 
there would be less, trpuble in the 
world and that if Mr. Baer granted 
the strikers a slight concession, they 
would gladly return to work and the 
president of the Philadelphia and 
Reading railroad company would 
have the blessing of God and tbe re 
sprct of the nation. President Baer 
repliid as follows: 

"1 see you are evidently biased in 
your religious views in favor of the 
right of the working man to control a 
business In which he has no other In- 
terest than to secure fair wages for 
the work be has done. 1 beg of you 
not to be discouraged. The rights and 
interests of the laboring man will be 
protected and cared for, not by labor 
agitators, but by the Christian men to 
whom God In His infinite wisdom has 
given the control of the property in- 
terests of the oountry. Pray earnest- 
ly that the right may triumph, always 
remembering that tbe Lord God omni- 
potent still reigns and that His reign 
is one of law and order and not of vio- 
lence and crime." 

Pight to Bitter End. 
Chicago. Aug. lil.— A fight to the 
bitter end is the way President John 
.Mitchell of the United Mine Workers 
of America put the situation In the 
anthrncite coal strike. He said he 
saw nothing for him to do in the 
strike, but to hold his men firm. Even 
an appeal to the American people for 
intercession, he thought could be ct 
no avail. "1 see nothing ahead but 
strife," he said. "Then there are 
many rumors of action by influential 
people to bring about a speedy settle 
ment of the strike, but they have all 
been vag.:e and at ri'-=eiit 1 know ot 
none of fa< t Our position is too well 
known almost to repeat. Wt' favor 
arbitration. Since the o^^eratofs, how 
ever, will not budge the ilght resolves 
Itself into a prolonged struggle. The 
weakest will lose. The Mine Workers 
lie well !ixed flnancially. We shall 

not give in." 

Potter on Miners' Strike. 
New York, Aug. 21.— Bishop Potter, 
who arrived on the Oceanic, aaid be 
had a delightful trip abroad, but was 
Kind to get home, "l am surprised 
and sadly dlsappt^inted to find the 
coal strike still unsettUd," he con 
tinued. "It is cortainly tco bad that 
it has not been settled long since. 1 
supposed it was all over. The anthra- 
cite coal operators have all along 
maintained a faise [■<is;;ion. Th' y 
take tbe stand that tbey will not deal 
with the organ! tations, but insist on 
dealing with the men as individuals. 
Now this is all wrong. Any body ot 
men whose interests are cttmmon have 
tbe right to organize into a federation 
for mutual protection, and are 
entitled to recognition as an organiza- 
tion in matters which affect their In- 
dividual and combined interests." 

Strikers Protect Soldiers. 

Tamaqua. Pa., Aug. 21. — The bat- 
talion of the Twelfth regiment en- 
camped at Manila park near here, 
spent a quiet aqd uneventful night. A 
heavy guard was thrown around the 
camp in such a position that no at- 
tempt might be made to stone the 
sentries, but the precaution was un- 
necessary as none of the strikers ven- 
tured near the camp during the night. 
The striking miners strung a cordon 
of guards on the outi<i(Ie of the sentry 
line of the camp. They say they have 
done this to better protect the sol- 
diers and to keep their own men out 
of the camp, as the leaders say they 
have no business there.

General Alger declined to be seen 
by newspaper lii' ti alier the state- 
ment has been issued, sending word 
that he had nothing further to say. 

A note asking him "Will you make 
any effort to sectire the election of 
members of tlie legislature favorable 
to your senatorial cainlldacy? ' wa.< 
sent to him in his private office In 
reply the general sent word that he 
could answer no questions at present. 

With Chinamen on Board. 

San Francisco. Aug. 21. — The steam- 
ship Gaelic, with 350 Chinese on 
board, is soon due at this port. These 
Chinese, it is alleged, are being 
brought to San Francisco to man the 
new steamship Korea. The sailors' 
union recently protested against this 
to Collector Stratton. declaring that a 
violation of the immigration laws was 
contemplated. The matter was re- 
ferred to the treasury department at 
Washington, which directed the col- 
lector to jiermit the Cliines.^ to land. 
On being infoiiiied of ibis tact, the 
sailors' union |iie|i:uei| aiic'ilier pro- 
test which has been forwarded to the 
secretary of the treasury, who is ask- 
ed not to allow the Chinese in ipies 
tlon to be trans-shipped from the 
Gaelic to the Korea.

Four hundred boxes, 
sliipped from Egypt by Dr. Reisner, 
are now on their wsy to the univers- 
ity. .Many of the articles they con- 
tain are without duplicates In the 
world.
